The Best Cling-stone Ripening Prior to Elberta 
[From Marion Record, Aug. 25, 1912.) 


Aiter awhile it wilibe said ‘and thai is the peach tnat made 
Aulne famous.’’ For the peach to which we refer is certainly 
a peach of a peach. It isa peach which A. T. Remer has pro- 
duced and which gives promise of establishing a great reputa- 
tion. He brought the first basketful to town Monday—the first 
of the kind ever grown here or anywhere else, for it is a new 
variety which Mr. Remer has developed as a result of six 
years of selection. It isalarge yellow cling-stone, perfect in 
shape and of good color and quality. The basketful- brought 
in were the finest of any we have seen this season. They are 
as good or better lookers than the Elberta and of superior 
quality. Mr. Remer has not decided absolutely upon the 
name for them but thinks now that he will name them 
‘“‘“Aulne.’’ And that would be a mighty appropriate name. 
Besides the word itself is said to mean ‘‘Alone,’’ and in its 
class this new peach will likely stand alone for its quality 
among peaches grown in this part of the country. 

For the above peach we do not claim it is the only good 
one grown, and that it will need no sugar to can it or that it 
has no fuzz or will not rot, or buds freeze, but if I know any- 
thing about peaches, I say it is a good one and well worth 
planting. We have only a few trees and will put them out at 
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Everyone try them. They are no joke, one of the best. 
Plant them, take care of them, eat them and be happy.
